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Hamming in Japan

Well, hello again from Tokyo! It’s been a pretty 
good summer here, a bit wet and a LOT steamy per- 
haps, but good nonetheless. 

Progress after 6-7 months on the air over here. I 
worked some of the contests. All Asian CW in June - 
10 new countries, ARRL Field Day in June - only 4 
new states! The band was lousy here in Tokyo, at 
least for an R5, and I guess that was mostly due to 
some solar flares that had occurred. I did hear Guam 
and Hawaii getting lots of action though, <sigh>. At 
least 15 meters and 20 meters CW has been overall 
terrific. Any non-contest weekend that you can add 7 
countries to your total towards DXCC, with a vertical 
and 100w on CW, is definitely Q5 in my log! Speak- 
ing of contests, I’ve had a chance to pseudo work 
quite a few from here (recently the CQWW SSB, JA 
SSB, etc) and the more of them I work, the less I like 
them. Guess I’m just not cut out to be a contester. 
Now, DX chasing is another matter ... THAT’S what 
a contest is good for (please, no hate mail)! Also, in 
the last month or so, I’m also QRV on HF RTTY and 
AMTOR and UHF Packet. These new fangled digital 
modes are pretty neat. 

But, the high spot of the summer was definitely 
the annual JARL HAMFEST here at a fairgrounds 
near Tokyo named, “Harumi” (pronounced HA-ROO- 
ME). This is also the name by which we all refer to 
the event, it is known simply as “Harumi” by the 
amateur Community. 

Harumi has typically drawn about 45,000 people 
over a three day stretch, with approximately 100 of 
them being of the foreigner, or “gaijin”, persuasion, 
yours truly included. At least it made it easy when 
telling JA friends on the air to, “look for the tall 
blonde guy wearing a red ballcap with N4XPE on it!" 
Not too much competition here fitting that descrip- 
tion, and as a result, I got to meet a number of the 
friends I have made on the air here over the last 
several months. 

Our booth (TIARA; Tokyo International Amateur 
Radio Association) was at a fairly strategic location, 
right next to the JARL booth that was providing infor- 
faa to JAs about how to apply for a reciprocal 


license in other countries. As the forms were in 
english, it made it easy for me and most of the JAs 
speak a little to a lot of English. Some of the forms 
were a bit confusing though, not at all as clear and 
concise as the typical 610 we all know and love. 

On the other side of us was the ARRL that had 
huge lines. Mainly for folks to get their credit/en- 
dorsements for DXCC now that it’s allowed in the 
field. Also very near us, was the booth for the Region 
3 IARU people with some very interesting stuff. 

I spent Friday and Sunday there. After Friday, I 
needed a rest until Sunday! One of the high points for 
me was getting to meet a few big wigs. Met the 
President of the JARL and the President of the Minis- 
try of Telecommunications for Japan. Also met the 
President of Region 3 (see above) but the real high 
Spot was getting to meet 3 of the ops for the upcoming 
ZA DXpedition! There were pretty much amazed by 
all the gear on display and some of it caught my eye 
pretty well too. As did the “booth girls” that were 
present. 

All the major manufacturers were very well rep- 
resented: Alinco, Icom, Kenwood, Yaesu, Standard, 
JRC. They all had their normal type stuff out but 
Kenwood also had quite an exhibit on satellite and 
EME gear. Right behind them were some *huge* 
antenna that you could make deals for if you were 
going to buy any of the high dollar (yen) gear. 

Speaking of antennas: in this building (about the 
same size or slightly bigger than the Graham but was 
also two stories), they had put up 5 60 foot towers! On 
the towers were an amazing array of beams. I saw a 9 
element tribander that was huge, a 44 element stacked 
set of yagis for EME, and some stuff I had no idea 
what band it was for! Also, some pretty large m/w 
dishes just to balance out the whole area. The Japa- 
nese *love* antennas and nearly everyone was Carry- 
ing around a new duck, stub, vertical, beam, whip, 
mag mount, etc. of one kind or another (including 
me! I bought a 2m/70cm to mount on the balcony for 
packet, works great! ) 

As fests go (comparing to USA) it was ok but 
definitely not one of the best I’ve been to. It certainly 
was one of the biggest (sq. meters) and attendance 
I’m sure was staggering but for those of us who like to 
browse at row upon row of dealers with connectors/ 
cables/tubes and stuff like that, very little. There were 
about 10 dealers that would be typical of what we see 


there in Raleigh. The new equipment guys notwith- 
standing. About 2 or 3 of the “junk” types of guys and 
**LOTS** of people. 

The second floor was more like what we’re used 
too. Here though, just about every club in the greater 
Japan area was represented. 10m FMers, 10m SSBers, 
2m FMers, 6m FMers, The 6m Xtals (now THIS one 
was interesting, about 10 of the prettiest women in 
Asia! All of them hams, all of them only on 6m, and 
none of them married! There was such a crowd of 
men around the booth I had to see what all the fuss 
was, boy was I surprised [kinda]! ), 70cm Packet, 1. 
2G Packet, 1. 2G Laser (this was very interesting, 
wish I had understood what was being said but I think 
it also involved some twist on EME), 20m Boy Scouts, 
15m CW fanatics, the list goes on and on and on. 
Something notable though, I didn’t see the 10-10 folks 
anywhere, and very little computer equipment on dis- 
play/for sale. 

So, a fair amount to see, lots and lots of displays 
of old vintage stuff (I can hear Tim and Bob booking 
plane reservations now! ) in GREAT shape and work- 
ing. Lots of test areas where you could have anything 
aligned for free. Everyone carrying an HT, or two, or 
THREE, and intermod in the building that would rival 
the initial ZA pileups. 

Two basic conclusions I came to at Harumi were: 
if you want people to come to your booth and see 
what’s going on, you *must* have at least 2 pretty 
women standing/sitting near by. Icom had 5, Alinco 
had 5, Kenwood had 12 or 13, and Yaesu had nearly 
30! ! Most of them dressed up like flight attendants 
but there were also (sorry ladies) a few in bikinis (at 
least they looked like bikinis, actually rather small to 
tell, I shudda gotten closer I guess, sorry) and these 
drew major crowds/attention. I personally didn’t stop 
at those particular displays more than 8 or 9 times. 
The second thing that will draw people (not at same 
rate the women will) is if you have gajin (guy-jean, 
foreigners) hams. Most of us in the club here are 
gaijin. I’ll bet I had my picture taken on Friday and 
Sunday well over 200 times total. Everyone wanting 
to come up and just talk to us. It was pretty neat . 

So, how about prices, okay, not great, *except* 
for about the last hour of the show on Sunday when 
people were selling stuff for 10-20% of cost! That 
amazed me! The crowd reaction was just what you 
would expect. Pandemonium plus. I sorta wondered 


why everyone just seemed to be milling around Sun- 
day afternoon, not looking too excited or interested. 
Sheesh, what a zoo that last hour was. I know I saw 
some guys drop well over 2 grand ($s) and leave with 
enormous amounts of goodies. 

We were discussing why there isn’t more of the 
flea market or little widgets type of stuff there and we 
decided it’s because of the electronics area of Tokyo 
known as Akihabara (ah-key-hah-bah-rah). I'll write 
about that place in great detail for a future article but 
it’s safe to say that if you take the entire S. E. USA 
fests and throw in Dayton just to be safe, the area 
approximates what you will find there on everyday of 
the week. It’s very difficult to describe and harder to 
even walk around in and not be overwhelmed. 

The age group here of hams is also very wide. 
From low teens well up into the 90s. It was probably 
about 3:1 men:women and that also surprised me. 
Most, if not all of the women were carrying HTs too. 
Japanese: gajin was about 1000:1 but I did make a few 
friends and meet some of the ones I have worked. 

All in all a very satisfying couple of days. 

I just received my September JARL Newsletter 
(on November 14! 7?) and here’s some follow-up info 
on Harumi. The Fair recorded a total of >>60,000<< 
visitors, far exceeding last year’s figure and it was 
also this summer’s most popular event since 1977. 
Whew, I told ya it was *CROWDED*! It (the Fair) 
attracted people from 17 countries, Martti Laine 
(OH2BH, the world famous DXer from Finland), the 
President of IARU Region 3, and even the officials 
from Albania who were there to make the official 
announcement of the ZAs! 

Now for some news from the JARL News letter. 
You’ll be hearing some new callsigns on the air from 
over here. The prefixes 7K2 through 7N4 will be 
heard for stations originating in and around the Kanto 
area (that’s where I am, the area around Tokyo). The 
number of amateur radio stations in Japan as of the 
end of March 91 is a staggering 1,101,431! That’s not 
a typo, over 1 MILLION stations. Not bad for a 
country roughly the size of California huh? So, if you 
hear these new calls, don’t be fooled that it’s some 
new rare DX, it’s only us here in little ol Tokyo. The 
7Js are still exclusively for use by the foreign commu- 
nity here and according to the JARL International 
section, there are no plans to change that. We are a 
unique lot. 17 


Some of you may recall a short section in one of my 
previous articles about the “JA Jammers” as we fondly refer 
to them here. Here’s an update from the JARL about the 
interference we all put up with. “127 Illegal Stations In- 
dicted - During the period June 1 to 30, a month designated 
for tightening control of illegal radio stations, the Ministry 
of Posts and Telecommunications indicted as many as 127 
illegal radio stations and gave official warnings to 75 other 
stations. Regulatory action was pursued intensively on land 
and sea with the help of local police networks to seek out 
illegal radio stations operating from movable locations such 
as automobiles and small ships. Indicted or officially cau- 
tioned were 84 personal stations, 78 CB stations, 2 cordless 
telephones (huh?! ?], 12 other stations and 26 illegal ama- 
teur radio stations”. That’s an outake from the JARL News, 
August 9] issue. To me, and a number of hams, foreign and 
JA alike, it seems more like a pacifying tactic than an actual 
all-out attempt to clean up the bands. 

On another front, licensing. Being as I became a certi- 
fied VE shortly before leaving Raleigh, I was worried that I 
wouldn’t have the opportunity to do much testing here. Boy 
was I wrong! Since May, I’ve fallen in with a handful of the 
very active club members, all of whom are also VEs. We 
have given 5 test sessions with the most recent 2 weeks ago 
where we had 23 candidates and we provided over 55 test 
elements! The majority of the folks are ex-pats like myself 
living here in JA land with a fair number of military from 
the big Navy and Air Force bases and a number of Europe- 
ans. German, Italian, Brits, even Aussies and Canadians. 
We usually get a few Japanese too but for the most part the 
people testing are Americans. Testing foreign nationals has 
presented a few unique problems and generated more than a 
question or two but all of it has been handled well and the 
league has helped out too when we needed advice. Also, I 
don’t know what the recent no-code ticket is showing to 
Vince and the folks there as far as numbers but the number 


of new requests here nearly doubled immediately after it 
became affective. I think it’s a healthy sign. I have also 
noticed first hand that a number of the no-code types, after 
getting into the feel of ham for a month or so, listening to 
a lot of us talk about HF and worldwide comms and the 
like, are beginning to come back and take the 5 or 13 wpm 
tests. They seem to feel that, “well maybe the code isn’t 
as bad as I thought and you guys seem to be having an 
awful [sic] lot of fun talking all over the world”. That is 
VERY encouraging I’d say. I have learned an amazing 
amount about administering exams and I have also pro- 
vided quite a bit of in-sight into handling large groups. 
Admittedly, it’s kind of second hand being as my experi- 
ence was pretty much from the other side of the table at all 
the sessions that Vince ran, but I have a pretty good mem- 
ory and eye for detail and have incorporated many of the 
things I saw RARS VEs doing, into the sessions. We 
don’t have a “Vince” here, we tend to share that role be- 
tween three of us. We take turns doing the setup for the 
exams but we all pitch in with the mailings and admin and 
the like and one of us does all the talking to the ARRL for 
supplies and such. I can see why Vince works so hard at 
this and am amazed he could keep the VEs and the Exciter 
going at the same time! So, we are much more organized 
than before and it’s *almost* fun! I figure by the time I 
leave here I'll be really good at it and should be able to 
lend a hand (if needed/desired) to the RARS VEs. Maybe 
that was Vince’s plan, have me take the tests so many 
times that I would learn most of it by sheer exposure! 
hhhmmmmmmmmm..... 

Well, that should do it for this one. Hope this finds 
everyone well and enjoying the holidays! We'll be back 
in Raleigh in January so don’t be too surprised when you 
hear N4XPE and KC4UOS pop in on the 64 net. Take care 
and GD DX and hope for band openings to/from Japan!
